IT was the return of the forgotten 
men for Saints at Millwall today.

Jason Puncheon, Lee Barnard and 
Radhi Jaidi, three players that you 
might reasonably have expected to 
never be involved in the first-team 
again, were suddenly back in the 
thick of it. 

Of the trio, Puncheon certainly 
appeared to have the dimmest future 
at St Mary’s. 

Ostracised from the first team for 
more than a year, he appeared to put 
the final nail in his Saints coffin with 
a well-publicised Twitter rant against 
chairman Nicola Cortese last week. 

Yet that incredibly led to a face-to- 
face meeting between the two that 
ended with the winger being restored 
to the first team. 

It was a dramatic U-turn that no one 
saw coming - and had Saints not 
needed to strengthen out wide this 
January it is one that probably 
wouldn’t have happened. 

It did, though, and it resulted in 
Puncheon starting this afternoon’s 
fourth round tie - just over a year 
after his last Saints appearance. 

The likelihood is that the midfield¬ 
er’s relationship with the club’s hier¬ 
archy, and perhaps with the fans too, 
will continue to be a fragile one. 

He will certainly need to perform 
well. 

Having played only 15 minutes of 
first-team football this season during 
an unsuccessful loan spell at QPR, it 
was always going to be a challenge 
for him to have much impact out 
wide at the Den. 

But, while clearly not at his 
sharpest, he offered some bright 
moments and couldn’t be accused of a 
lack of work ethic. 

His thoughtful pass late in the first 
half released Dean Hammond for a 
breakaway that Saints should have 
done far better with. 

And he produced a clever piece of 
skill to nutmeg Jack Smith in the sec¬ 
ond half before scampering down the 
left-hand side. 

Puncheon offered enough that he 
received a standing ovation from 
many of the Saints fans when he was 
substituted late in the game, for 
debutant Luke Shaw.

of the season was Lee Barnard. 

The striker has been plagued by a 
serious ankle injury all season, limit¬ 
ing him to just five substitute appear¬ 
ances. 

The last of those was during 
December’s 1-0 defeat at Doncaster. 

With Tadanari Lee having since 
arrived, and Nigel Adkins on the look¬ 
out for another striker before 
Tuesday’s transfer deadline, it looked 
as if Barnard was at risk of being 
phased out of the picture. But he was 
given an opportunity to impress today 
alongside Rickie Lambert, back from 
a three-game suspension. 

It certainly wasn’t Barnard’s most 
memorable afternoon, with no oppor¬ 
tunity falling his way. But he worked 
hard and was a nuisance to the 
Millwall backline until he was taken 
off after an hour. 

Also back in the first-team fold was 
centre-half Jaidi, who had not played 
all season. The giant Tunisian defend¬ 
er had been out since the summer 
with a knee injury, but was fit enough 


to earn a place on the bench at 
Millwall. 

With the 36-year-old having already 
hinted this will be his last year before 
retiring, it was looking increasingly 
likely that things might already be 
over for him. But his return has come 
at an appropriate time, with Saints 
having suffered something of an 
injury crisis at the heart of defence. 

Jose Fonte has missed the last six 
games with a toe problem, although 
he could return on Tuesday for the 
crucial clash with promotion rivals 
Cardiff at St Mary’s. 

And Jos Hooiveld is a major doubt 
for the upcoming fixtures, after suf¬ 
fering a hamstring problem in last 
Monday’s 2-0 home defeat to 
Leicester. 

With Dan Seaborne still on the way 
back from a serious head injury, that 
left Aaron Martin as the only centre- 
back fit enough to start at the Den. 
Even so, there was no opportunity for 
Jaidi to get on the pitch, as he was left 
on the bench for the whole match, 


But the Saints fans were more con¬ 
cerned with the new face up front 
than the ones missing or returning at 
the back, though. 

And, in the 62nd minute, they finally 
got their first glimpse of Japan inter¬ 
national striker Lee, as he replaced 
Barnard, after receiving his instruc¬ 
tions from Adkins via a translator on 
the sidelines. 

Despite holding a 1-0 lead when he 
arrived, Saints were struggling to cre¬ 
ate anything of note. 

And that made it something of a 
chore for Lee to get into the game. 

There were plenty of intelligent runs 
and a desire to get the ball, but it 
rarely came his way. 

When it did, his control was not 
always especially assured, although, 
having only landed in England a few 
days ago, it was optimistic to expect 
too much from him today. 

Time will be needed before anyone 
can judge exactly what kind of player 
Saints have acquired.

Maybe Jason 
won’t be the

NOT since Agustin Delgado, it 
seems, has the Southern Daily 
Echo and Sports Pink used up all 
so many column inches on a 
Saints player who so infrequently 
plays for the club as Jason 
Puncheon. 

Out of favour since the autumn 
of 2010, the winger this week 
was remarkably welcomed back 
into the first team fold. 

The U-turn came just a few 
days after Puncheon hit out at 
chairman Nicola Cortese on his 
Twitter account. 

Puncheon claimed he had no 
problems with boss Nigel 
Adkins, and it was only because 
of Cortese that he was training 
with the youth team following his 
return from an unproductive loan 
spell at QPR. 

That followed far more suc¬ 
cessful loan spells with Millwall 
and Blackpool last season. 

Looking in from the outside, it 
seemed very strange that Saints 
could not accomodate a man 
who was holding his own in the 
Premiership, at Blackpool, while 
the rest of his St Mary’s col¬ 
leagues were in the third tier. 

As with all these situations, the 
real truth will probably never 
emerge. 

An Echo online poll in the wake 
of the Twitter outburst this week 
asked fans whether their sympa¬ 
thies lay with the player, or 
had Saints acted properly 
throughout the whole sorry 
charade and, in fact, it was • 
Puncheon who should 
shoulder the blame. 

From well over 
1,000 responses, 
over half of the 
fans - possibly 
unsurprisingly - 
sided with the 
club. 

That, to me, 
was a big sur¬ 
prise. 

While it’s 
only natural, of 
course, for 
supporters to 
always toe the 
party line of their 
club, fans were mak¬ 
ing their minds up on 
a subject where both 
sides of the story 
had not been made 
public. 

In fact, neither side 
of the story had been 
made public. 

So what do we make 
of Jason Puncheon, 
then? 

At 25, he should be 
approaching the prime 
years of his career. 

Yet he never made an 
impact at Plymouth after Paul 
Sturrock signed him for the 
then Championship club in 
the summer of 2008.

At the time it was suggested 
that south Londoner Puncheon 
was homesick, and certainly 
Milton Keynes is nearer the capi¬ 
tal than Plymouth. 

But Southampton is a lot closer 
to London as well, and the player 
has never set St Mary’s alight as 
everyone hoped he would follow¬ 
ing his £250,000 arrival two 
years ago. 

Puncheon scored in his fourth 
and fifth games for Saints, in 5-1 
and 5-0 home wins over Walsall 
and Huddersfield within four 
days of each other in March 
2010 . 

It was the start, we all thought, 
of an impressive Saints career. 

But no. 

Only one more goal has fol¬ 
lowed in his last 31 league and 
cup outings, in another five-goal 
win - at Bristol Rovers in April 
2010 . 

Despite that barren run, 
Puncheon belted five goals in 
seven Championship games for 
Millwall last season, including a 
hat-trick against Crystal Palace 
that earnt ex-Saints boss George 
Burley the sack. 

Puncheon also scored on his 
Premiership debut for Blackpool, 
against Everton, and a few 
games later netted against 
Chelsea. 

All this made his erasing 
from Saints’ first team 
scene incredibly hard to 
fathom, certainly if it’s true 
that he’s never had a 
problem with 
Adkins. 

Whatever the 
inside story of 
his sudden 
emergence 
from the 
shadows at 
St Mary’s, it 
is good to 
see 

Puncheon back. 

He gives Saints 
another wide 
option, and a 
goalscoring one as 
well. 

Jason Puncheon 
has shown he can 
perform in the top 
flight, even though 
he has spent most 
of his career in the 
third and fourth 
tiers.

In the space of just seven short 
days Saints have gone three points 
behind West Ham, Portsmouth had a 
prospective new owner, he backs out 
at the last minute, they receive a 
winding up order from the Inland 
Revenue, only for the man who 
backed out to show interest again... 

You couldn’t make it up... 

The truth is that Portsmouth are 
beyond a joke right now. 

Football fans as a breed are a for¬ 
giving lot and, any rivalries aside, 
they’ll look to stand by any club 
should they face financial woe. 

You only have to look at Darlington 
and the way the footballing commu¬ 
nity put an arm around them to see 
just how football fans pull together in 
times of need. 

Extinction 

But this isn’t the first time 
Portsmouth have faced extinction, is 
it? 

For most of us with anything 
resembling a brain, the thought that 
Pompey could not be wound up for 
not paying taxes, after getting away 
with it the last time, is just mind bog¬ 
gling. 

You can imagine the scenes at 
Chateau Portsmouth. Just months 
after effectively getting away with 
blue murder, a young clerk tugs at 


the shirt of his Portsmouth Football 
Club executive boss. 

“Sir, Sir, what do I do with this tax 
demand from the Inland Revenue?” 
“Just put it in that pile over there, 
son. Now onto important matters, 
Liam Lawrence and Dave Kitson’s 
wages... “ 

It just beggars belief that any busi¬ 
ness can find themselves in trouble 
with the Inland Revenue yet again, 
so soon after dodging the last bullet. 

Yet we’re supposed to feel sympa¬ 
thy for them, poor old Pompey. 

But the harsh truth is that for any 
Saints fan discussing any local rival¬ 
ry issue with any Pompey fan and 
you’ll immediately get “4-1 in your 
own back yard” and “We’re the most 
successful club on the south coast.” 

It’s hard to feel any sympathy for a 
set of fans so disassociated with real¬ 
ity as Pompey fans. 

I may be in a minority of one but 
can anyone please tell me how 
Portsmouth FC and CSI are not inex¬ 
tricably linked? 

Surely the moment Portsmouth 
became CSI’s only “solvent” asset 
then the two became inextricably 
linked? Surely? 

Just what do Portsmouth need to 
do to get points deducted? 

It becomes all the more galling 
when you remember the indecent 
glee that the Football League took in 
deducting points from Southampton. 

They couldn’t wait to kick us on the 
way down. 

Not so Portsmouth, who seem to 


live a charmed life. 

Far be it for me to suggest that the 
Football League are petrified at the 
prospect of Portsmouth folding, and 
thus demolishing the “integrity” of 
the League. 

But it’s hard to argue against the 
fact that Portsmouth seem to get 
chance after chance after chance 
when most clubs would have been 
handed record points deductions. 

If the reports that Joseph Cala is 
back in the frame to buy Portsmouth, 
then the sad truth is Pompey have 
lost their final chance for redemp¬ 
tion. 

This is a man who reportedly want¬ 
ed to buy Pompey because Pompey 
sounds like Pompeii and he’s Italian. 

He’d carry more credence if he said 
he was a massive Frankie Howard 
film and loved the ‘Up Pompeii’ films. 

The only way forward for Pompey 
was to go out of business. 

Rid yourself of the people that have 
dragged your football club into the 
sewers, and start again. 

You only have to look at the fond¬ 
ness football fans have for AFC 
Wimbledon to see how fans react to 
those that struggle against adversity 
and carry the fight on. 

Since 2002, AFC Wimbledon have 
defied the odds to stake a place in the 
Football League,. 

Who is to say AFC Portsmouth 
couldn’t do the same? 

Instead they carry on trying to 
avoid the inevitable, try avoiding to 
pay the small businesses, avoid pay- 


ing the tax man and avoid keeping 
just the smallest part of their dignity. 

If they avoid the winding up order, 
any purchaser would need to provide 
£12m as proof of funds, and assur¬ 
ances they could meet another £20m 
in repayments to former creditors, 
Balram Chainrai and Alexandre 
Gaydamak. 

That’s £32 million just to tread 
water. 

You could double that to get the 
club on an even keel, let alone move 
forward. 

In short, there comes a time in 
when you’ve just got to bite the bullet 
and do the right thing. 

Stop avoiding what you owe, stop 
dragging the good name of the game 
down with you. 

Just do the right thing. 

There is life after administration. 
You only have to look at Saints to see 
that when you’ve reached rock bot¬ 
tom, the only way is back up.

LET’S not beat about the 
bush, Mario Balotelli’s late 
stamp on Scott Parker was 
deliberate and malicious. 

The Football Association was 
quite right to charge him for vio¬ 
lent conduct, ensuring a four- 
game suspension accepted by 
Manchester City. 

Balotelli, on as a substitute, 
had already been booked for a 
foul when the incident with 
Parker occurred. 

I covered the game in the 
Supersport studios in South 
Africa and, despite initially 
thinking it was a collision, 
changed my mind when I saw 
the replays. 

I’ve reviewed the incident sev¬ 
eral times to assess referee 
Howard Webb’s position. 

Webb’s eyes had followed ball 
and his natural instinct at the 
point of contact was to return to 
the fallen bodies. 

He was a split second late to see 
the stamp, vindicating the lack 
of action. 

But it is a shame this outstand¬ 
ing contest between two of the 
country’s best sides should be 
marred by another refereeing 
debate rather than the excellent 
display by both sides. Added to 
the drama was the late penalty 
conceded by Spurs when who 
else but Balotelli was fouled by a 
desperate Ledley King. 

The fact the volatile Italian 
calmly stroked the ball home did 
nothing to placate Spurs manag¬ 
er Harry Redknapp. His opinion 
was that Balotelli should not 
have been on the field in the first 
place. 

So where does that leave City 
and the exasperated Roberto 
Mancini? 

Firstly, without Balotelli for a 
four-game spell that began with 



the Carling Cup semi-final sec¬ 
ond leg at Liverpool on 
Wednesday. 

Balotelli will also miss Premier 
League games against Everton, 
Fulham and Aston Villa. 

Mancini’s relationship with 
Balotelli is like a father and son 
but how does the manager 
defend his behaviour to the own¬ 
ers? 

Did he sit them down prior to 
his signing to explain the bag¬ 
gage that came with the striker 


before spending £24m on him? 

Many of us were suspicious, 
bearing in mind the boss at Inter 
Milan was Jose Mourinho - a 
manager I rate very highly. If he 
could not get the youngster to 
play and behave correctly, who 
can? 

Being Italian, Mancini has an 
advantage but as the myths and 
facts regarding Balotelli scram¬ 
ble up, one is not sure what to 
believe. 

Is he as talented as Mancini 


would have you believe? I have 
my reservations. 

For me, Sergio Aguero’s 14 
goals have been the highlight of 
City’s season. 

How Mancini handles his com¬ 
bustible youngster remains to be 
seen. 

Being loyal is admirable but if 
City do not win the Premier 
League, fingers will be pointed 
at a manager who persisted with 
a player we thought amusing but 
who may now be a liability.

Arsene Wenger must also be feeling 
the pressure. 

Cries of ‘you don’t know what you’re 
doing’ rang out at the Emirates last 
Sunday, from Arsenal fans who 
believed Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain’s 
substitution was a massive blunder. 

It handed the points to Manchester 
United, when the ex-Saints youngster 
had laid on the equaliser for Robin 
van Persie. 

The Ox had been impressive in his 
first Premier League start, when he 
was replaced by a player who has 
turned in many lacklustre displays this 
season. 

Wenger’s situation was not helped 
by a close-up of Van Persie shouting 
‘no’ in an attempt to stop the substitu¬ 
tion being made. 

The fact Arsenal have now lost three 
successive games for the first time in 
five years and have their worst total at 
this stage of any of Wenger’s 15 sea¬ 
sons, will give fans some hope this 
could be their year in the FA Cup. But 
don’t count on it.

Celtic’s Gary Hooper was his 
prime target, but despite submit¬ 
ting a pair of bids the Glasgow side 
have refused to sell one of the top 
scorers in the Scottish League. 

With League One hotshot Jordan 
Rhodes likely to be unmoveable 
from Huddersfield this month, and 
previous target Lukas Jutkiewicz 
already having left Coventry for 
Middlesbrough, the options are 
beginning to narrow. 

Doncaster’s Billy Sharp, who 
Saints a few weeks ago appeared to 
have no interest in signing, after 
the player turned them down in the 
summer, has once again been 
linked with a move to St Mary’s. 

The word from Rovers is that 
there is serious doubt he will be at 
the club in February, but nothing 
firm has emerged on that from a 
Southampton perspective. 

Saints - along with most other 
clubs, it seems - also still appear to 
have no real desire to make a bid 
for Bristol City’s Nicky Maynard, 
who has been made available for 
sale, with his contract due to run 
out in the summer. 

Any need to strengthen out wide 
has been reduced by the arrival of 
Falque and also the surprise rein¬ 
troduction of Jason Puncheon into 
the first team this week. 

But Adkins is still understood to 
be on the lookout for a new centre 
half, with first-choice pairing Jose 
Fonte and Jos Hooiveld both injury 
concerns.

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SIXTEEN years ago, Cardiff 
City finished third bottom of the entire 
Football League. 

Only Scarborough and Torquay United were 
below them in the 1995/96 fourth tier, writes 
SIMON CARTER. 

But those two clubs didn’t have a 300,000 plus 
population to draw on, and had never played in 
the top flight - as the Bluebirds had. 

Seemingly a perpetual sleeping giant, Cardiff 
City seemed set to slumber on. 

Yes, the same Cardiff City who this week 
reached the League Cup final after beating 
Crystal Palace on penalties - sparking a great 
celebration led by keeper Tom Heaton, pictured. 

The scenes were all a far cry rom March 5 1996 
when Cardiff could only manage to ‘attract’ a 
crowd of 1,611 to rundown Ninian Park for a 
home league game against Wigan Athletic. 

Fast forward to the present day, however, and 
for several seasons now the club - revitalised 
and playing in a new 20,000-plus all-seater stadi¬ 
um - has threatened to win promotion back to 
the top division for the first time since 1962. 

Twice in recent seasons they have failed to go 
up via the play-offs, and in another campaign 
they were only denied a play-off spot due to a 
freak 6-0 defeat. 

Now they are again right in the automatic pro¬ 
motion mix as they prepare to arrive at St 
Mary’s next Tuesday for a mammoth top of the 
table clash. Here, the Sports Pink looks back at 
their recent promotion woes. 

2006/07 

Cardiff, in manager Dave Jones’ second season 
in charge, led the table almost continually from 
the middle of August through to the end of 
November. 

Even after drawing 2-2 at St Mary’s on March 
13, they were just outside the play-off zone. 

But the Bluebirds tailed off miserably, losing 
seven of their last eight games and drawing the 
other to finish 13th. 

That was obviously a disappointing finale, but 
even worse would follow over the course of the 
next few years. 

2008/09 

Cardiff were looking towards a possible auto¬ 
matic promotion slot on the morning of April 18 
2009. 

Dave Jones’ men were four points behind sec¬ 
ond placed Birmingham with a game in hand 
when they travelled to Preston. 

North End had won only one of their last seven 
games, to slip out of the play-offs to eighth spot. 

Preston, who only had three games left, were 
eight points behind Cardiff, and had an inferior 
goal difference of minus 18 - Cardiff were plus 22 
and North End plus four. 

Needless to say, nobody saw Preston’s 6-0 anni¬ 
hilation of Jones’ Bluebirds coming! 

Cardiff then lost two of their last three matches

as well, drawing the other, 
to miss out on the play-offs by just 
a single goal. 

Amazingly, Preston finished above them 
after winning their final two games. 

Both clubs finished level on 74 points 
with the same goal difference of plus 12. 

But Preston, boosted by that amazing 6- 
0 win at Deepdale, had scored one more 
goal. 

Had they only thrashed Jones’ men 5-0, 
Cardiff would have been in the play-offfs. 

2009/10 

This was the nearest the Bluebirds have 

/ ■ ever flown to the Premiership. 

■ Starting the play-off final against 
lr Blackpool as favourites, they were beaten 3- 
2 in a pulsating Wembley final. 

Jones’ men twice led through Michael 
Chopra and Joe Ledley, but ex-Saint Brett 
Ormerod’s winner took the Tangerines 
through to the promised land instead. 

Cardiff had shown blistering form in the 
regular season at times, thrashing Derby 6-1 
at home and Bristol City 6-0 away. 

The Bluebirds had only reached Wembley 
in the first place after a huge scare against 
Leicester. 

After winning the first leg of their semi final 
1-0 in the East Midlands - midfielder Peter 
Whittingham scoring one of his 25 goals for the 
season - Cardiff led 1-0 in the second leg at home 
before ending up losing 3-2. 

Taken to penalties, Cardiff edged past Nigel 
Pearson’s Foxes 5-3. 

But they then lost to a Blackpool side who had 
finished the season six points and three places 
behind them. 

2010/11 

Having spent over half the season in the auto¬ 
matic promotion slots, Jones’ men suffered more 
late-season agony. 

Knowing three wins from their last three games 
would send them up in second place, the Bluebirds 
avenged their Preston nightmare of two years ear¬ 
lier with a 1-0 win at Deepdale. 

But they were than caned 3-0 at home by a mid¬ 
table Middlesbrough side who had nothing to play 
for, and Norwich subsequently went up in second 
place instead. 

Into the lottery of the play-offs again, Cardifff 
seemed to have done the hard work by drawing 0- 
0 at Reading in the first leg of their play-off final - 
only to suffer another shock 3-0 home defeat in the 
second! 

To pour salt into already gaping wounds, Cardiff 
then had to watch their arch rivals, Swansea, win 
the play-off final instead. 

To no-one’s real surprise, Jones paid for this lat¬ 
est promotion failure with the sack. 

The former Saints boss had been the 
Championship’s longest serving manager, 
appointed in May 2005.

Kelvin Davis, Adam Lallana 
and Morgan Schneiderlin - 
while goalscoring midfielder 
Peter Whittingham will be 
Cardiff s sole survivor from 
three years previous. 

October 21, 2007 

Saints 1 Cardiff 0 

Stern John’s 15th minute 
goal proved the difference. 

March 13 2007 

Saints 2 Cardiff 2 

Saints led 2-0 at half-time 
thanks to goals from Chris 
Baird and Bradley Wright- 
Phillips. Dave Jones’ men, 
though, reduced the arrears 
through Steven Thompson 
before Peter Whittingham 
struck an 85th minute lev¬ 
eller. 

April 1 2006 

Saints 3 Cardiff 2 

A landmark day for Saints 
defender Claus Lundekvam 
as he scored only his second 
ever goal for the club and his 
first in a home game. 

Ironically, his first goal for 
Saints had also come against a 
team managed by his former 
Dell boss Dave Jones - at 
Wolves in 2004! 

The Norwegian’s goal put 
Saints ahead in a game where 
all the strikes came in the sec¬ 
ond period. 

Cameron Jerome levelled 
before two goals in five min¬ 
utes from Ricardo Fuller put 
George Burley’s men in com¬ 
mand. Darren Purse grabbed 
a last-minute consolation. 

Oct 4 1995 (League Cup) 

Saints 2 Cardiff 1 

Saints came from behind to 
complete a 5-1 aggregate sec¬ 
ond round victory over a 
Bluebirds side that would fin¬ 
ish the season third bottom of 
the entire Football League.

SAINTS’ promotion hopes 
are likely to rest on how 
they fare over the next few 
weeks. 

The FA Cup tie at Millwall this 
weekend is a mere warm-up for 
a run of league fixtures that 
sees them host Cardiff at home 
and travel to Birmingham and 
West Ham. 

Saints’ run-in looks perfectly 
acceptable, but the next three 
weeks are absolutely vital to 
their promotion hopes. 

Not that long ago, it looked as 
if they might go up to the 
Premier League at something of 
a canter. 

Saints were well clear at the 
top and, most importantly, had 
a healthy cushion over third 
place and the play-off spots. 

That has gradually been nib¬ 
bled away to the point that they 
now trail new leaders West 
Ham and are just a solitary 
point ahead of third placed 
Cardiff. 

Adam Rant has always main¬ 
tained that West Ham s stand¬ 
ing is not overly relevant, such 
is my confidence that the quali¬ 
ty of their squad means that 
they will win automatic promo¬ 
tion. 

For Saints, how far ahead or 
behind of the Hammers they 
find themselves doesn’t feel that 
important. 

But that gap to third really is 
vital. 

Having been so far clear, the 
Saints squad would not be 
human if doubts were not start¬ 
ing to creep into their minds. 

They must have felt on such a 
roll and have firmly believed 
they would take advantage of 
their wonderful position and 
push on along a smooth road to 
the top flight. 

In fact, that belief shows on 
the pitch because it brought 
them so many results. 

Now, though, the mood is 
understandably rather differ¬ 
ent, both in the stands and most 
probably in the dressing room 
too. 

Saints have had a run of 
injuries and suspensions, which 
is unfortunate. 

But the counter argument is 
that every side gets them, and 


Saints have played 
a few teams that 
have struggled . 
with the same 
problems already ^ 
this season and 
picked up a victory. 

The other point that must 
be made is that everybody knew 
in the summer that Nigel 
Adkins needed another couple 
of players, in particular a strik¬ 
er. 

The manager needed some¬ 
body to be able to come in and 
be a like-for-like replacement 
for Rickie Lambert, in style if 
not quality . 

Lambert is of such importance 
to the whole way the side set up 
and play that they couldn’t 
afford to take a gamble. 

For a whole variety of reasons, 
they failed to get anybody in. 

They took a chance and it did¬ 
n’t pay off as against Leicester 
at St Mary’s last Monday they 
really needed a player of that 
style but didn’t have one at 
their disposal. 

At the time of writing, they 
still haven’t recruited that per¬ 
son, albeit the arrival of 
Tadanari Lee does at least add 
another option. 

Adkins must be hoping that 
his experienced players return 
in time for Cardiff next Tuesday 
and get firing straightaway. 

It’s a tough ask as they are 
bound to be a bit rusty, but, boy, 
does he need it. 

If the big guns come back in 
and Saints pick up wins over 
their near rivals, it’s very hard 
to see them faltering and we can 
start to really look forward to a 
Premier League campaign. 

If the big guns come in and 
take a bit of time to get going, 
and results follow accordingly, 
the rest of this season could 
turn into a real scrap. 

Before the season started, 
Saints might have expected that 
to be the case if they were in and 
around this position. 

But the start they had meant 
they most certainly didn’t just a 
handful of weeks ago. 

In any elite sport, the mental 
side is as important as the phys¬ 
ical - and this is a massive test.

THE quality on show at the 
Australian Open has been as good 
as you would have expected, and 
yet there is something not quite 
right there. 

Seven time Slam winner Mats 
Wilander hit upon it the other day 
when he suggested that only the 
top 16 players should be seeded 
for the main draw, rather than the 
top 32. 

Adam Rant, at the time of going 
to press still waiting to win his first 
Slam, wholeheartedly agrees. 

By seeding the top 32 players you 
limit the number of potential shocks 
and upsets that will happen in the 
early rounds. 

Look at the progress of the top 
four in the world, for example. 

No disrespect to the guys they 
were up against, but there was 
barely any competition for them 
until they got into the second week. 

Only then do they start to face the 
lower seeded players who can 
cause an upset if they have an 
exceptional day and the big four 
have a shocker. 

You can understand why the tour¬ 
nament organisers like it - they 
want the big names in the final days 
of the tournament. 

It does make that more exciting 
and generates more interest and, 
such is the quality of the big four, 
they invariably are in the semi¬ 
finals. 

But it does lose a bit of the magic 
of a knockout tournament.

IT is now 30 years since 
Saints topped English foot¬ 
ball’s top flight for the first 
time in the club’s history. 

Saints have been used to looking 
down from the Championship’s 
summit this season but at the end 
of January 1982, every other 
English club was looking up at 
Lawrie McMenemy’s side. 

Kevin Keegan scored the only 
goal from Alan Ball’s through ball 
at Middlesbrough’s former home, 
Ayresome Park, midway through 
the second and most prolific of his 
two seasons with the club. 

The win took Saints above 
Manchester United at the top of 
the First Division on January 
30th 1982. 

Ron Atkinson’s United had 
started the day top but were 
knocked off their perch after los¬ 
ing 2-0 at Swansea City, who were 
enjoying their first ever season in 
the top flight. 

Saints stayed top throughout 
February and most of March 
before being replaced, briefly by 
Swansea and then eventual 
champions Liverpool at the 
beginning of April. 

At the time, Lawrie McMenemy 
compared the achievement to 
winning the FA Cup in 1976. 

Saints eventually finished sev¬ 
enth, which was high enough for 
UEFA Cup qualification. 

But that period in 1982, with 
Keegan, Mick Channon and Alan 
Ball in the side, remains the 
longest stint Saints have ever 
enjoyed at the top of English foot¬ 
ball. 

When Saints finished second - 
the club’s highest ever final 
league position - under 
McMenemy two seasons later 
they came up on the rails with 
just two defeats in their final 18 
matches. 

This was the Saints team 30 
years ago at Middlesbrough: Ivan 
Katalinic, Ivan Golac, Nick

which saw Lawrie McMenemy s men climb to the 


summit of the Football League 
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Holmes, Graham Baker, Chris 
Nicholl, Malcolm Waldron, Kevin

Hebberd, David Armstrong, Alan 
Ball. 

And these are the memories of 
some of those involved: 


LAWRIE MCMENEMY 

Going back to the north east was 
always special for me whether we 
were playing Middlesbrough, 


Sunderland or Newcastle. 

So there was more spotlight on 
me than usual. 

The senior players knew what it 
meant to me and they came up 
trumps. 

But I didn’t know the win that 
day had put us top immediately 
after the game. 

I was in Middlesbrough’s 
staffroom having a cup of tea 
before getting back on the coach 


when a steward popped his head 
around the door and said “well 
done Lawrie - you’re top!”. 

I remember reading the head¬ 
lines the next day and it was love¬ 
ly to look at the league table. 

Going top of the first division at 
Middlesbrough a few months 
after we signed him was an espe¬ 
cially great moment for David 
Armstrong. 

A homecoming to remember.

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He gave the midfield that left- 
sided balance for several years. 

Unlike the team that finished 
second in 1984, the 1981-82 side 
had the likes of Kevin Keegan, 
Mick Channon and Alan Ball so 
there was a lot of flair. 

Keegan was a huge attraction at 
all our games and the main reason 
we attracted record crowds for the 
season at most of the clubs we vis¬ 
ited. 


That day was no different. 

With Trevor Hebberd in the side 
alongside Channon and Keegan, 
we had a very attacking side. But 
going top was short-lived. 

Finishing second two seasons 
later was far more satisfying as 
we ended up only three points 
behind Liverpool over 42 games. 

But both were achievements to 
be proud of. 

There is no reason why 


Southampton cannot win the FA 
Cup again, that is always possible, 
but it’s very unlikely the club will 
ever go top of the Premier League 
and/or finish as high as second 
again.

It was a memorable day, particu¬ 
larly because it was the only game 
I played at Ayresome Park against

Cold snap a 
big record 
breaker 

JANUARY 1982 saw many games 
postponed in England because of the 
widespread snowy conditions. 

The big freeze had started in early 
December, and as a result on 
January 2 1982 six FA Cup second 
round ties were being played on what 
was third round day! 

On January 9 only eight league 
games in the top four divisions sur¬ 
vived the cold snap, plus one FA Cup 
tie. 

The following weekend, only 20 out 
of the scheduled 46 games in the top 
four divisions took place. 

Also this month, the lowest ever UK 
temperature of -27.2°C was recorded 
at Braemar in Aberdeenshire, 
Scotland. 

This equalled the record set in the 
same place on February 11,1895. 

The lowest ever temperature 
recorded in England was also set - 
26.1 C at Newport in Shropshire on 
January 10. 

That broke a record which had 
been set just four weeks earlier.

Unbeaten away run ended by strugglers 



LIAM Ridehalgh bagged the 
only goal of Hie game as 
Cherries’ impressive 
unbeaten away run was 
ended by League One 
strugglers Chesterfield on 
Friday night, writes Neil 
PerretL 

Ridehalgh’s stunning strike 
earned the Spireites a precious 
victory in their battle to avoid 
the drop as Cherries’ colours 
were lowered for the first time 
on the road since early 
September. 

Boss Lee Bradbury made 
two changes to the Cherries 
starting line-up with Shaun 
MacDonald and Steven 
Gregory drafted in for Michael 
Symes and Harry Arter. 

Arter was ruled out after suf¬ 
fering a dead leg in training, 
while Symes dropped down to 
the bench as Bradbury opted 
for a switch in formation. 

Gregory acted as a shield in 
front of the back four, while 
Wes Fogden and Marc Pugh 
supported lone striker Wes 
Thomas. 

Chesterfield were penned 
inside their own half for long 
periods of the first 45 minutes, 
although the Spireites did lay 
claim to the clearest goalscor¬ 
ing opportunity. 

It came after Cherries 
defender Stephane Zubar had 
squandered possession three 
minutes before the break, gift¬ 
ing Jack Lester a run on goal. 

However, after the veteran 
striker had advanced to the 
edge of the 18-yard box, his 
powerful left-foot drive was 
well saved by Darryl 
Flahavan. 

Cherries made most of the 
early running with the visi¬ 
tors’ midfield dictating pro¬ 
ceedings as Chesterfield were 
forced to defend in numbers. 


MacDonald fashioned the 
first chance after 10 minutes, 
the Welshman screwing his 
shot wide from a central posi¬ 
tion. 

Cherries had a flimsy appeal 
for a penalty waved away by 
Premier League referee Andre 
Marriner after Pugh had gone 
to ground under a challenge 
by James Hurst in the 16th 
minute. 

Fogden seized on a slack pass 
from Josh Thompson midway 
through the first half, only to 
drag his shot well wide of the 
target. 

Spireites goalkeeper Tommy 
Lee was called into action to 


parry a header from Thomas, 
the Cherries striker meeting 
Pugh’s excellent delivery from 
a comer. 

Chesterfield threatened for 
the first time six minuntes 
before half-time when 
Thompson headed over fol¬ 
lowing a Liam Ridehalgh free 
kick, with Simon Francis 
booked for a foul in the lead 
up. 

As the first half drew to a 
close, Lester went close to 
breaking the deadlock, only 
for Flahavan to save the day 
for Cherries with a fine stop. 

Fogden went close to open¬ 
ing the scoring at the start of 


the second half, the midfielder 
stretching to meet Pugh’s 
cross with a header that flew 
wide. 

Flahavan again thwarted 
Lester, the Cherries goalkeep¬ 
er diving full length to his 
right to claw away the strik¬ 
er’s low effort which had been 
destined for the bottom cor¬ 
ner. 

Ridehalgh bagged what 
proved to be the only goal of 
the contest after 54 minutes, 
the midfielder’s thunderous 
drive rocketing into the roof of 
the net to give Flahavan no 
chance. 

Cherries supporters, who 


had travelled to Derbyshire in 
their numbers, were con¬ 
vinced Bradbury’s men had 
levelled, only for Cook’s head¬ 
er to drop the wrong side of the 
upright. 

A delicate chip from Pugh 
landed on the roof of the net 
before Lee saved smartly after 
Thomas had let fly with a crisp 
low drive from around 12 
yards. 

Lee got down to snaffle an 
angled shot from Thomas 
before substitute Symes went 
close to grabbing a dramatic 
late leveller, his strike blocked 
by a defender.

DANNY Bowers has had a 
change of heart in forecasting 
the destination of the 
Sydenhams Premier crown. 

Back in the summer the GE Hamble co¬ 
boss felt Bemerton Heath Harlequins’ 
steady emergence as a top-three force 
would give them the edge this time. 

But the longer this season goes on, the 
more convinced Bowers, pictured below, 
becomes that his initial hunch was wrong 
and that Winchester City - spearheaded by 
the extraordinary goal-scoring exploits of 
ex-Saint Jamie White - will prevail. 

White was on target yet again last 
Saturday as Guy Butters’s table-toppers 
clocked up their 21 st league win of the 
season 3-0 at Newport loW.

If the wind and rain is having a disap¬ 
pointingly adverse affect upon your New 
Year’s resolution, or should the recurring 
pain in your knees/ankles/ arms/back 
(delete as appropriate) be trying to per¬ 
suade you that you’re not that overweight, 
or if you feel ready to give up on your 
quest to acquire the body of an Olympic 
athlete, then read Danny Bent’s inspira¬ 
tional book. 

We get a sense of the author’s 
approach to life in the opening pages 
when we’re told that he graduated from 
Southampton University with “the highest 
honours in tomfoolery, indulgent buffoon¬ 
ery and mathematics.” 

The shock of then having to “get 
out.. .in the real world, find a job, build a 
life, start a pension, acquire life insurance, 
get married and start a family” prompts 
him to exclaim “I didn’t sign up for this!” 

From this point, we know this non-con¬ 
formist character is about to embark on 
some form of epic, life-changing journey. 

Danny Bent is not a celebrated sports¬ 
man, nor is he an as yet undiscovered 
sporting star, but his unconventional 
account of a bicycle journey he makes 
from England to southern India is the stuff 
of sporting legend.

He endures more physical challenges 
and discomfort than most Premier League 
footballers encounter in a season. 

His indomitable spirit could win him a 
place in the national rugby team’s front 
row and his never-say-die attitude is 
plucked straight from the pages of a 
Boy’s Own adventure. 

Readers have an immediate empathy 
with Danny as he travels with Shirley (the 
name of his bike) across 15,000 kilome¬ 
tres from a London classroom (he’s a 
teacher) to Chembakolli’s Vidyadaya 
School, set deep in the jungles of Tamil 
Nadu. 

En route, he tackles everything from the 
industrial outskirts of Calais to spiritual 
gurus; he contends with driving prowess 
(or lack of it) in dozens of countries, but 
throughout he constantly pushes himself 
on, ever mindful of the different worlds 
through which he passes. 

If the book has a fault, it’s a technical 
one. Irritatingly, it is littered with spelling 
mistakes and odd punctuation which sug¬ 
gests that proof-reading and editing were 
something of an afterthought. 

However, You’ve Gone Too Far is such 
a great story this hardly detracts from a 
tome that anyone struggling to maintain 
their commitment to a January reso¬ 
lution (or simply searching for 
sport-related inspiration) would be 
well advised to read.

ALEX Oxlade-Chamberlain vowed to 
give Arsenal supporters more to 
cheer about after emerging from his 
full Barclays Premier League debut 
as a new fans favourite. 

The former Saints academy starlet’s 
performance was one of few positives for 
the Gunners after last Sunday’s 2-1 defeat 
to Manchester United, with the Emirates 
Stadium crowd mesmerised by his pace 
and trickery. 

And they were up in arms when manag¬ 
er Arsenal Wenger replaced the 18-year- 
old with the increasingly-unpopular 
Andrey Arshavin 16 minutes from time, 
something that backfired spectacularly. 

But in between jeering the decision and 
Arshavin’s entrance, fans also did not 
forget to applaud Oxlade- 
Chamberlain as he left the 
field. 

“It’s nice when you 
know the crowd are on 
your side,” said Oxlade- 
Chamberlain, who joined 
Arsenal from Saints last 
summer in a deal believed 
to be worth around £12m. 

“I can only repay them 
by working my hardest 
when I do get on and try¬ 
ing to impress them. 

“But, ultimately, it’s putting a 
shift in for the lads for the club 
and for the manager. So I’ll con¬ 
tinue to do that when I'm play¬ 
ing.” 

Despite his controversial withdraw¬ 
al, Oxlade-Chamberlain did enough to 
expect to keep his place for this week¬ 
end’s FA Cup clash against Aston Villa. 

But the winger, who laid on Robin van 
Persie’s equaliser, was fully aware he 
would need to keep performing to secure 
a run in the side. 

“You can have one good 
game but the next one could 
be a bad one,” he said. 


“It was a nice performance from me and 
I thought there were positives for the 
team. 

“I've got to make sure I keep my place 
now.” 

Starting against United was a big vote of 
confidence from Wenger, regardless of 
the decision to substitute him. 

“I was happy to first get a start,” 
Oxlade-Chamberlain said. 

“Obviously, against opposition like 
Man United, it doesn’t come any better 
than that.” 

He added: “That is a positive for me to 
take away, having the boss’s trust. 

“I’ve got to just make sure that I repay 
that with my performances and just 
working hard in training and when I'm 
on the pitch.” 

Oxlade-Chamberlain admitted United 
“punished” Arsenal’s 
defensive mistakes - 
which included 

Arshavin's limp 

attempt to prevent 
Antonio Valencia set¬ 
ting up the winner - but 
insisted there were also 
“a lot of positives”. 

He was also adamant 
the Gunners could “def¬ 
initely” close the five- 
point gap to fourth- 

placed Chelsea. 

“You just have to look around the dress¬ 
ing room,” he added. “There’s quality 
players wherever you look. 

"We definitely know we've got what it 
takes and it's just about sticking together 
from now on and coming out of this 
sticky patch a better team.” 

That “sticky patch” is now three suc¬ 
cessive Premier League defeats, with 
only the FA Cup win over Leeds provid¬ 
ing some respite. 

Arsenal will be hoping Sunday’s fourth- 
round tie does the same. 

“FA Cup or league, we look to win every 
game,” Oxlade-Chamberlain said.

I HAVE always had the greatest of 
respect for David Moyes, attempting to 
keep Everton highly competitive in the 
cut-throat world of mega-wealthy 
Premiership big boys. 

But some of that respect has gone fol¬ 
lowing his extraordinary revelation 
that he attemped to place an Everton B 
team into the Conference. 

He explored such an option a few 
years ago but was frustrated by the 
sheer depth of the non-league pyramid.

ter than they often were back in the 
dark days of the 1980s. 

Elsewhere in this edition of the Sports 
Pink, we look back to January 1982 
when Saints stormed to the top of the 
Football League for the first time. 

On the same day, Chelsea could only 
attract a crowd of under 11,500 for a 
home game in the second tier. 

Luton Town, now a non league club, 
attracted a bigger attendance. 

In the same division, Newcastle 
attracted a crowd of under 15,000. 

Thirty years ago, and the football 
landscape was so very different to 
today. 

Can you imagine Chelsea and 
Newcastle ever attracting such low 
crowds for league games again? 

As I said, some things have changed 
for the better. But there was never the 
arrogance there now is among some of 
our country’s bigger clubs. 

Villas-Boas probably doesn’t know 
better, as he is not long to these shores. 

But David Moyes, to quote a song title 
from his fellow Scot Jim Diamond, cer¬ 
tainly should.

EDDIE Mitchell has 
backed the Football 
League following its 
condemnation of Andre 
Villas-Doas's comments 
surrounding the intro¬ 
duction of feeder clubs. 

The Chelsea boss last week 
said top Premier League clubs 
should be allowed to field 
reserve teams in the 
Championship to help young 
players bridge the gap, writes 
NEIL MELD RUM AND 
SIMON CARTER. 

Villas-Boas said England 
should follow the example of 
Spain where European cham¬ 
pions Barcelona and 
Villarreal have second strings 
in the second flight of La Liga. 

New Saints loanee midfield¬ 
er Yago Falque was on loan 
from Juventus to Villareal’s B 
team last season, scoring 11 
goals. 

Football League chief 
Andy Williamson 

described Villas-Boas' 
suggestion as “frankly 
offensive”, adding that 
clubs were “constitut- i 
ed as sovereign entities 
which represent 
their town or city 
with pride 


rather than being a subsidiary 
of another club in another 
part of the country”. 

Cherries chairman Mitchell, 
below, said: “I didn't think the 
comments were offensive. 

“They were realistic 
because Chelsea probably 
could put a B team in the 
Championship, like most of 
the other big boys. 

“But it would squeeze every¬ 
body else out if the bigger 
clubs were to have two teams 
in the league and the rest of us 
may as well pack up. 

“I don’t think it would really 
help the football situation. 

“Clubs are spread country¬ 
wide and a lot of people go to 
see their team whether they 
are in the Premier League or 
the fourth tier. 

“I am happy with the way it 
is. We do battle with other 
clubs and that's the way it has 
been for years. 

“It is a competition spread 
throughout the country and 
that's the way it should 
be.” 

What had also been 
the way of things for 
ages was the reserve 
team football. 

From the 
restart of the 
Football 



League in 1946 right through 
to 1998, Saints and many other 
top clubs entered their second 
strings in the Football 
Combination. The reserves 
regularly played over 30 
league games a season. 

That set-up was rebranded 
as the FA Premier Reserve 
League in 1999, with less 
games as a result of a smaller 
division. 

It continues to this day, with 
north and south divisions. 

But Manchester City, Stoke 
City, Tottenham Hotspur and 
QPR are not competing this 
season as all those clubs have 
recently scrapped their 
reserve sides. 

Spurs, for example, got rid 
of their second team because 
manager Harry Redknapp 
preferred to send his fringe 
players out to other 
Football League clubs for 
them to gain experience. 

Tottenham, like 

Liverpool, are taking 
part in a NewGen 
League this season fea¬ 
turing youngsters from j 
foreign clubs such as 
Wolfsburg, Sporting 
Lisbon and Molde. 

Saints also scrapped 
their reserve team two 
years ago, creating in its 
place an under-21 team 
which can contain over-age L J 
players and play friendlies. I m

THE Morgan Review proposals 
have divided opinion amongst 
supporters of county cricket, 
but they are yet to be ratified 
after a meeting at Lord’s this 
week. 

Hampshire chairman Rod 
Bransgrove was at headquarters 
with representatives from the other 
17 counties, the ECB and the MCC 
to discuss how the county land¬ 
scape should look come 2014. 

Nothing was finalised, with all 
views to be reported back to the 
ECB Board at its next meeting in 
March. 

But there seems little sense in one 
possible outcome for the dear old 
County Championship. 

What should be the most cher¬ 
ished county competition has been 
improved by the introduction of the 
two-division format 12 years ago. 

But to even think about reduc¬ 
ing the number of games played, 
while retaining the two-divi- 
sions-of-nine format, would turn 
it into a farce. 

It would not be taken seriously if 
the 18 counties were not able to play 
each other twice over the course of 
the season. 

The trophy would be tarnished 
and the gloss taken off the winners’ 
medals, which would be very harsh 
on all the players but particularly 
the champions after a summer of 
hard graft. 

It has been suggested that a seed¬ 
ing system would help compensate 
this. 

Nonsense. 

Even more priority would be 
given to the Twenty20 competition, 
which is set to be played on an even 
bigger scale.

More on that later, but the much- 
maligned Championship is the 
foundation of English cricket and 
deserves respect and a little more 
credit for England’s success. 

Fortunately, it seems that the 18 
counties are reluctant to go down 
the route of playing only one game 
against two of the counties and two 
against the other six in their divi¬ 
sion. 

A top flight of eight teams and a 
second division of ten, possibly 
divided into two pools of five, is 
believed to be the alternative and 
certainly makes more sense - at 
least for the elite. 

But if change really has to hap¬ 
pen, my preference would be for 
three pools of six. 

Ten games per county would be 
considered too few but it would 
mean a more level playing field. 

And you only have to look at the 


Sheffield Shield in Australia, to see 
that it could work. 

There, the six teams 
Queensland, Western Australia, 
Tasmania, Victoria, New South 
Wales and South Australia - do 
annual battle in one of the world’s 
most respected and arguably 
strongest domestic competitions. 

The Sheffield Shield is decided by 
a final between the top two. 

A ‘timeless’ final to decide the LV 
County Championship would prob¬ 
ably be viewed as impractical, but 
why not? 

Enough extra time would still be 
available to increase the Twenty20 
competition, if that is really neces¬ 
sary, and provide adequate rest. 

With three divisions of six, play¬ 
offs could also be introduced to 
determine promotion and relega¬ 
tion. 

Alternatively, the pools could be 
regionalised to reduce travel time, 
with semi-finals and a final involv¬ 
ing the three winners and best run¬ 
ners-up. 

What does look likely is that the 
Twenty20 competition will be 


reserved for Thursdays, Fridays 
and Saturdays. 

An established time in the week is 
known in the marketing business 
as an ‘appointment to view’, which 
Stuart Robertson advocated during 
his time as the Rose Bowl’s com¬ 
mercial director. 

It makes sense, but you cannot 
help but feel 14 games per county 
revisits the same problem we had in 
2010, when 16 group games was con¬ 
sidered too many. 

Money talks, which is why coun¬ 
ties will be playing 40-over one-day 
cricket for the third successive sea¬ 
son in 2012. 

But the Clydesdale Bank 40 has 
not attracted the crowds that were 
hoped for. 

It was predicted that it would 
revive interest and we were given 
John Player League nostalgia as 
evidence. 

But the beauty of the JPL is that it 
was played every Sunday afternoon 
- the modern-day PR man’s 
‘appointment to view’. 

It does not work when played on 
virtually every other day of the 
week at some stage during the sea¬ 
son. So why not give it a consistent 
run at a designated time like the 
T20 proposals? 

The one-day competition has not 
been the same since Hampshire 
won the last 50-over final in 2009. 

But is a return to 50-over cricket 
really the answer? 

A knockout stage beginning with 
quarter-finals will restore interest 
and brings the one-day competition 
into line with 50-over one-day inter¬ 
nationals. 

But for me, the Clydesdale Bank 
40 has not been given the best possi¬ 
ble chance to succeed.

IF the World Cup is an accu¬ 
rate form guide ahead of 
this season's BBS 6 Nations 
Championship, then all 
roads should lead to Cardiff 
on March 17. 

Not only is Wales versus 
France a rematch of the con¬ 
tentious World Cup semi-final 
won by Les Bleus in Auckland 
just over three months ago, it 
could serve as a title and Grand 
Slam decider. 

Given that the World Cup is 
such a recent form pointer, it is 
not unrealistic to expect an 
enthralling winner-takes-all 
tournament finale, especially as 
both countries play three of 
their five games on home soil. 

Such is the compeitition’s 
often unpredictable nature, 
though, that either Wales or 
France - or both - might easily 
see those grand ambitions dent¬ 
ed inside the opening two week¬ 
ends. 

Ireland provide the common 
denominator, thirsting for 
revenge against their World 
Cup quarter-final conquerors 
Wales on February 5, then head¬ 
ing to Paris six days later. 

On the debit side, Ireland are 
without their inspirational cap¬ 
tain Brian O’Driscoll for the 
entire tournament due to 
injury, but recent Heineken Cup 
results favour a strong Irish Six 
Nations challenge given that 
Leinster, Munster and Ulster 
have all secured quarter-final 
places. 

France are now under the 
coaching guidance of Philippe 
Saint-Andre after Marc 
Lievremont’s enigmatic reign 
ended following a World Cup 
final appearance against 
New Zealand that pro¬ 
duced an 8-7 defeat. 

Les Bleus defied all logic, 
overcoming repeated reports of 
rifts and rows in the camp,

which begs the question of how 
well they might do if Saint- 
Andre presides over a happy 
and undivided camp. 

Starting at home to Italy, then 
hosting Ireland before facing 
Scotland, England (in Paris) and 
finally visiting Wales, France 
probably look the most likely to 
win a championship that again 
appears wide open. 

The key for Wales, who will 
begin life without retired super- 
star wing Shane Williams, is 
undoubtedly their opening 
match in Dublin. 

If they can repeat their World 
Cup heroics and topple Ireland, 
they should follow it up with a 
victory over Scotland in Cardiff 
the following weekend, which 
would then set up a pivotal 
appointment with England at 
Twickenham. 

England, despite their dismal 
World Cup campaign in New 
Zealand that was dominated by 
off-field events, are the reigning 
Six Nations champions and won 
10 of 13 Tests in 2011. 

But they will launch that title 
defence with an interim coach 
at the helm - Stuart Lancaster - 
assisted by Andy Farrell and 
Graham Rowntree, a new cap¬ 
tain following Lewis Moody’s 
post-World Cup Test retirement 
and probably a new-look team. 


Lancaster is in a no-lose situa¬ 
tion, given that no-one seriously 
expects him to keep the job post- 
Six Nations, so he can bask in 
the unusual position whereby 
he will not necessarily be 
judged exclusively on results. 

If England can stage a marked 
improvement from the World 
Cup - and that should not be dif¬ 
ficult - while young players 
such as Owen Farrell, Charlie 
Sharpies and Ben Morgan are 
given their chance, then 
Lancaster will have done little 
wrong. 

England need to play without 
shackles, utilise the talent of 
individuals like scrum-half Ben 
Youngs and full-back Ben 
Foden, and give their long 
suffering supporters something 
to shout about. 

In contrast, the pressure is 
well and truly on Scotland boss 
Andy Robinson, who presided 
over a World Cup pool exit - the 
Scots’ first in the tournament’s 
history - and recently saw 
points machine Chris Paterson 
exit the Test arena. 

As always, it seems, Scotland 
need to find a way of scoring 
tries consistently, altough there 
will be little to upset the locals if 
kicks prove enough for a 
Calcutta Cup triumph when 
England arrive in Edinburgh on 
the opening day. 

Italy, with 58-year-old 
Frenchman Jacques Brunei 
having succeeded Nick Mallett 
in the coaching hot-seat, again 
appear most likely recipients of 
the proverbial wooden spoon. 

Home games against England 
and Scotland will be staged at 
Stadio Olimpico, rather than 
Italy’s familiar Stadio Flaminio 
venue, but it is difficult to envis¬ 
age anything other than Azzurri 
propping up the Six Nations 
table. 

For Wales and France, though, 
it looks a different prospect 
entirely.

CAPTAIN Andrew Strauss was 
at a loss to explain how 
England collapsed to their 
lowest ever Test total against 
Pakistan to slip to another 
embarrassing defeat. 

Needing 145 to win, England 
were skittled out for just 72 
in Abu Dhabi, their third poor 
batting performance in four 
innings on this tour, to lose 
the second Test by 72 runs 
and give their opponents an 
unassailable 2-0 lead in the 
three-match series. 

Strauss, who top scored with 
32, said: “I wish I could 
explain it. Ultimately it was 
about very good bowling from 
both ends, applying pressure, 
making it hard for us to score 
and maybe 
we didn’t 
take as 
many good 
options as 
we should 
have done. 

“We’ll have 
some 
regrets 
about that 
but it was 
an out¬ 
standing 
game of 
cricket. 

“We came up short, but ulti¬ 
mately you've got to congrat¬ 
ulate Pakistan. They were 
outstanding.” 

England were in an excellent 
position after Monty Panesar 
took six for 62 as Pakistan 
were dismissed for 214 this 
morning. 

But they never looked com¬ 
fortable against Pakistan’s 
spinners - Abdur Rehman did 
the bulk of the damage with 
six for 25 - and they scored 
at under two an over through¬ 
out their brief second innings. 
“Sometimes you need to 
spend a bit of time at the 
wicket, things generally get 
easier, so there’s always that 
balance between attack and 
defence,” said Strauss, 
pictured above. 

“People individually have to 
make their choice. 

“But ultimately we didn't get 
it right. 

“There were some outstand¬ 
ing performances on our side 
- Monty in particular coming 
back into the side, Stuart 
Broad, Alastair Cook - we 
worked hard to get into a 
position to win the game but 
ultimately we couldn't take 
that opportunity. 

“We've been rolled over three 
times out of four, the top 
order have to take that on the 
chin and make sure that it 
doesn’t happen again.” 



LONDON 2012 OLYMPICS COUNTDOWN

IWAN THOMAS might spend 
more time commentating on 
the athletics track than running 
on it nowadays. 

But the Olympic silver medal¬ 
list ensured his influence will 
live on this summer by lending 
a helping hand to the south 
coasts’ Olympic hopefuls this 
week, writes BEN BAKER. 

Thomas was in his adopted 
hometown of Fareham at 
the Holiday Inn Hotel to 
speak to the families of 
the south coast’s poten¬ 
tial Olympians as part of 
P&G’s ‘nearest and dear¬ 
est’ campaign, which looks 
to ready them for the sheer scale 
of a Games. 

Having claimed 4x400m silver at 
the Atlanta Olympics in 1996 - 
going on to win the world title a 
year later in Athens - Thomas is 
well placed to offer an insight into 
the Games experience and was 
on hand this week to dish out 
some advice. 

And with Thomas only too aware 
of the well-meaning distraction a 
family can cause at Games time, 
the 38-year-old was only too 
happy to have his brains picked. 

“I really like the scheme that 
P&G have got me involved in and 
there was nothing around for me 
when I was competing and I think 
it is a really good idea,” said 
Thomas. 

“It all happened quite quickly for 
me as the 1996 Olympics were my 
first Games and that was also the 
same year that I left university and 
I didn’t anticipate making the 
team. 

“I had put together a three-year 
plan but sometimes that goes out 
of the window and athletes can 
get thrust into the limelight and 
that is when family and friends 
become really important. 

“But, despite their best inten¬ 
tions, sometimes they can be a

see you before you race and it can 
be quite stressful balancing the 
\ two. 

“So this scheme helps the 
friends and family out while they 
support their loved ones. 

“If I can help pass on some of 
my experiences and it makes 
even the slightest of difference, 
then obviously I am more than 
happy to do that - and I hope 
it helps.” 

Among the crowd attending 
were the parents of 
Southampton’s London 2012 
diver Chris Mears and 
Danielle King, the cyclist who 
helped Great Britain claim 
team pursuit gold at last year’s 
World Track Cycling 
Championships. 

And with the pair likely to have 
the weight of a nation on their 
shoulders in London this year, 
Thomas - who also won individual 
European 400m gold in 1998 - 
believes the evening in Fareham 
was more important than ever. 

“With this year’s Olympics being 
a home Games there is going to 
be that added amount of pressure, 
but it is a good pressure really,” he 
added. 

“Being a top-class athlete is 
always about raising your game on 
the big stage and there is no bet¬ 
ter stage than at an Olympics on 
your home turf. 

“So any help they can get with 
dealing with this, making this easi¬ 
er, then that could go a long way 
later this year when it really mat¬ 
ters.”

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EXPECTANT mothers 
have reacted angrily 
after being told their 
babies will be banned 
from the Olympic 
Games unless they 
have their own ticket. 

Rules for this summer’s 
games mean every child, 
including small babies 
carried in their parents’ 
arms, must have their 
own seat or they will be 
excluded from the 
Games. 

The rules - which 
Olympic officials have 
now pledged to look at 
again - even apply to 
babies who were not con¬ 
ceived when their par¬ 
ents bought tickets. 

The Olympics helpline 
has received calls from 
concerned pregnant 
women and expectant 
fathers whose babies will 
just be a few weeks old 
when the Games com¬ 
mence. 

They have been told 
they can try and buy an 
extra ticket for their cho¬ 
sen event, otherwise the 
infant will be prevented 
from entering the venue. 

The issue has attracted 
fury on the Mumsnet 
website, with parents 
saying they are being 
forced to pay full price 
for babies not yet born. 



One woman described it 
as the “biggest rip-off in 
the history of London” 
while others wondered 
what to do with babies 
they will be breastfeed¬ 
ing. 

Another said: “The 
whole thing is ridiculous, 
there are people who 
bought tickets before 
their babies were even 
conceived - how are they 
supposed to know to buy 
a ticket for a child that 
doesn’t exist yet? 

“There should be more 
complaining about this 
policy. It’s nuts.” 

A Q&A on the issue on 
the Olympics website 
says everyone attending 
the Olympic Games must 
be a ticket holder, no 
matter how old they are. 

But following the out¬ 
cry, organisers have said 
they will look again at the 
issue. 

Justine Roberts, co¬ 
founder and chief execu¬ 
tive of Mumsnet said on 
the website www.mum¬ 
snet.com: “It’s an ill-

Rob facing ‘tough 
ask’ for London 


IWAN Thomas knows a thing or two 
about what makes a good 4x400m 
relay team, having helped Great Britain 
claim silver at the Atlanta Olympics. 

And he believes the man to make the 
class of 2012 tick is a returning Robert 

Tobin, writes Ben Baker. 

The 28-year-old Hampshire runner 
looked well placed to earn a plane 
ticket to Daegu for last summer’s 
World Championships, heading 
into the 400m final at July’s UK 
Trials and Championships as 
the third fastest qualifier. 

His time of 45.74 seconds 
was the second fastest of his 
year, but with just 150m to go 
in the showpiece, disaster 
struck as he pulled up with a 
hamstring injury, cancelling his 
South Korean trip there and then. 
Tobin watched on as Martyn 
Rooney failed to make the 400m final 
and as Great Britain’s 4x400m men’s 
team finished a disappointing seventh. 

And you can’t help but think Tobin’s 
influence would have made all the dif¬ 
ference in the relay, the Basingstoke & 
Mid Hants ace having helped Great 
Britain and England climb the podium 
at a Commonwealth Games, European 
and World Championships during his 
career. 

But with the worst now behind him 
Tobin will return to the track this year 
fresh and ready to prove his credentials 
ahead of London 2012, something 
Thomas expects to make all the differ¬ 
ence in the capital later this year. 

“Rob has had a tough time of it with 
injuries but he is on his way back from 
that and that is great news for the 
Great British team,” said Thomas, 


speaking at a P&G ‘nearest & dearest’ 
roadshow in Fareham. 

“Although every athlete should be 
thinking about making it to the 
Olympics in an individual sense, we 
have to think about the 4x400m relay 
team too and Rob is a stalwart of that. 

“He has helped the team win medals 
at major competitions and is now a bit 
of an old head in that team. The team 
for the Olympics would definitely bene¬ 
fit from having Rob in there. 

“It is a tough ask, though, because of 
the injuries he has had but if he can run 
well again then he can realistically 
make the relay team. 

“And if he was to do that then the 
team would receive a huge boost 
because he has been there and done it 
before at all the major competitions and 
guys like that in a relay team are cru¬ 
cial.” 

With all eyes set to be on London this 
summer the athletes pulling on the GB 
vest will undoubtedly be under intense 
pressure to provide some cheer for an 
eager home crowd. 

And while some may crumble under 
the pressure, Thomas -believes there is 
no need to worry about Tobin’s mental 
strength. 

“The pressure of the Olympics is huge 
but it will be even bigger this time 
around what with it being in London so 
experienced heads are needed,” he 
added. 

“Being a top-class athlete is always 
about raising your game on the big 
stage and there is no better stage than 
at an Olympics on your home turf. 

“And you don’t get much more expe¬ 
rienced than Rob. I hope that he con¬ 
tinues to impress on his way back.”
